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ND what will the French do next, 
A fay our bufie conan now, if the 
Duke of Savoy fhould break into 
Daupbiné, while he has fuch an Army with 
him, and they are fo inferiour tohim 5 he 


may do what he pleafes, he may ravage 


— from Lyons to Thoulon, he may cut off Dau- 


phiné and Provence, open the Door. into 
Languedoc, and put Arms into the Hands of 
the Cevennois, and where are we then? 
Then France comes down all at once, and 
the great Monarch muft account for all the 
Blood he has fhed to gratifie his Cruelty 
and Ambition. 

Thus’ we run away wich things afore- 
hand, and make nothing of Conquering 
whole Provinces on the leaft Advaotage, 
but Soft and Fair 5 the Duke of Savoy has 


done Wonders (to fpeak «le modern) to 
trick the Marefchal De Villars, and cut hipa 
off from the Paffes.; and if now he can 
carry the Forts of Exiles and Fene/trelles, 
and’ thereby lock up the Paffages out of 
Daupbiné into bis own Country, he does a 
very great Piece of Work, and 1 dhould 
think that and laying Tome Part of Daya 
phiné under Contribution, a very good Sume 
mers Work § as much more as you will, bu¢ 
coed be far from complaining if we get 
that. 

But it is worth while to erquire, what 
makes the French fo low every where, how 
comes it that they are fo out-number’d on 
all fides ? The Duke of Savoy fuperiour, 
the Ele¢tor of Hannover (uperiour, and che 
Duke of Marorough {uperiour ? this is not 

accordipg 
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‘according to the ordinary Rate of Things. 
—But the Reafon is plain, the numerous 
Garrifons he maintains in Flanders, and the 
Pains taken to appear fuperiour there this 
Year, bas made him leave himfelfopen on 
the fide of Savoy, asa Place he did not ex: 
peét to be fo hard prefs’d in— Again, the 
Numbers of Men detach’d into Spzin, here, 
including Garrifons, the French have ac 
this Time above 500c0 Men {catter’d ahout 
in Valencia, Andalufia, <Arragon, Roufillion, 
Catalognia, and-on the F.onticrs of Portu- 
gal. This has dreyn’d the French Armies, 
and expos’d them to the Infults of the Duke 
of Savoy, andthe Opportunity is very pro- 
mifing $ the French have not one Part of 
their Affairs, from whence they can fend 
the Marefchal De Villars any Relief 5 the 
Eleé&tor of Bavariz, they fay, has fent him 
a Detachment of 8coo Men, and ic is the 
only Relief he muft expeétt——Tt is true, 
that there are Forces left in Provence, 
which when they fee to what Part the Dul.e 
of Savoy will fix, they may draw out, ana 
perhaps 12000 Men may be brought that 
way ; but ifthefe are not futicient, or the 
Marefchal De Villars thould receive any 


Blow, the Troops in Catalogniaand Roufilli- . 


on muft march; as it isevident from the 
Affair of Tboulon, when the Duke of Ber- 
wick was order’d with 8000 Men out of 
Catalognia to reinforce the Marefchal De 
Theffe. Thus pufhing France upon her own 
Frontiers, it is the only way to relieve thofe 
remote Parts, wher: France has the Advan- 
tage of us, and will effeétually oblige her 
to recall her Troops from puthing foreign 
Conquefts, to defend her own. 

But O the Rhine, the Rbine! What a 
firange and unaccountable Thing is this 
Army upon the Rbine, an Army with nei- 
ther Legs nor Hands, for fo isan “Army 


without Pay, without Money, and without 
Magazines 3 they can neither march nor aét. 
—The fittle Effort the Ele&tor of Aannover 
bad made towards the Upper Alfice, is 
found impraéticable, and Count Mercy 13 
coming back again; the French are at 
leaf equal to them, th.’ a Detachment is 
made to Dzupbiné, and nothiag is to be 
expedied there. Isfatuated Germans ! that 
are pusfuing your Quarrels with the Pope, 
and fecuring your Footing in Jtaly, but neg- 
lett the pulling down your Capiral Enemy, 
the Rival of all your Glories; that has dit 
poffef.’d you of fo many Towns and’ Coun- 
tries, beaten you in fo many Battles, fo of- 
ten infulted your Provinces, ravagéd your 
Frontiers, and laid whole Cireles under 
Contribution. 

Well, we are-toexpeét little there. But 
in Flanders the Sum of the M:tter is to be 
try’d, if ever France can make a Stand ae 
gainft the Confederate Army, it muft be 
now ; 60000 Men, they (ay, is the utmoft 
the Duke of Marlborough can {pare to cover’ 
the Siege of Zifle; the Garriion is nume- 
rous, the Circumference large, and lefS than 
40000 Men cannot carry on that Siege. 

If then the Numbers the French have © 
told us of, have any thing of Truth in 
them, they may in conjun&ion with the 
Duke of Berwick bring 80000 Men into rhe 
Field, and would they do that, I fhould 
not be forry to hear, they were heartily 
engaged on the fair Field for tho’ the Su- 
periority is large, and the Odds of 200e0 
Men very great, yet if we are not too 
much flatter’d in the Matter of Troops, 
and partial to ourfelves, we fhould hope, 
the Duke of Marlborough with 60000 Men 
would be able to deal with them in the 
ee and give a very good Account of 
the mo. : :
